Spectacular 
Manoeuvre

Mine Experts 
Are Called in 


Court Hearing : 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

RED DEER, Dec, 1/.—Mine ex- 
perts were called to the witness 
stand Thursday morning in the 
trial of the Brazeau Collieries at 
Red Deer before Chief Justice 
Ives, as the forty-first witness 
gave evidence. Forty miners and 
mine officials had given testi- 
mony up to Wednesday night, 
and only the evidence of experts 
remains to be given. 

A. B. Hunter, inspector of the 
department of mines, told the court 
that he had arrived at the mine on 
Saturday, Nov, 1, the day after the 
explosion, He saw four dead men 
packed out of the mine during his 
inspection visit, All had the ap- 
pearance of being killed by carbon 
bioxide gas. 

He also found a cable and empty 
powder can on November 5, The 
witness had noticed two or three 
lunch kits in 82 room that hadn't 
been touched. He believed three 
shots had been firea in room 13. 

“Any evidence of damage that 
you saw?” asked Mr, Blanchard 

‘Several cars around room 20 ap- 
peared O.K, I saw two dead horses, 
and I was particularly struck by 
the position of one horse. He was 
reared up, sitting on his haunches 
and forelegs almost straightened 
out,” 


APPEARED TEMPORARY

Naval observers said there was

The Japanese have relied mainly 
on destroyers as troop carriers in 
recent invasion attempts.

September 1941, a month before 
the disaster which claimed the 

lives of 29 men, was revealed in 
evidence submitted to Chief Jus- 
tice Ives in supreme court here 
yesterday at the trial of Brazeau 

Collieries Limited on charge of 
Criminal negligence. 

The evidence was revealed in a 
leiter addressed to James Stewart, 
mine manager, and signed by Gen- 
eral manager of the company, John 
Shanks. It said that he (Shanks) 
had “just had a deputation here to 
see me about having to go home 
becduse of being gassed out 
on Thursday I found gas in the 
fourth right level.” The letter con- 
tinued “Some of the men are now 
going home daily from the fourth 
left level because of gas.” 

WARNS OF ACTION 


Deciding on stern action to rec- 
tify gas conditions in the mine, Mr 
Shanks warned of drastic measures 
if necessary. The letter, dated Sep- 
tember 29, stated “If I find I have 
an official who will fire a shot in 
the presence of gas, I will not only 
fire him, I will have his papers 
taken from him.” “Tr. Shanks went 
on to say that he had been inform- 
ed that there had been consider- 
able talk in the town about condi- 
tions in the mine, adding “please 
get this situation cleaned up im- 
mediately.” 


Evidence of gas in the mine 
following the fatal explosion was 
given by John McAndrew, gen- 
eral superintendent of mines res- 
cue squads. Called to the stand, 
he declared that on testing with 
a@ safety lamp following the ex- 
plosion, gas testing at 22 per 
cent was found in rooms 12 and 
13 along the fourth left level. 
James Stewart was on the stand 

during most of the hearing Wed- 
nesday. He revealed that Pit-Boss 
Armstrong did the checking up on 
ventilation in the mornings in the 
fourth left level. Armstrong, an 
employee of the Brazeau Collieries 
for many years, was one of the 29 
victims 


The trial, it is expected, will be 
adjourned Friday until after the 
new year, when the defence will

Money Well Spent 

Canadians with few exceptions, if any, 
will applaud the increase of pay to our sol- 
diers and of allowances to their depend- 


ents. That is a Christmas present both ap- | 


propriate and deserved. 

These increases, with the cost of liv- 
ing bonus, will, it is said, make Canada’s 
soldiers the best-paid soldiers in the world. 
They will be none too well-paid at that, 
considering what they are pledged to do 
and that they will without question do it 
as their predecessors did in the last war. 

These increases were coming to the 
soldiers as a matter of fairness, They are 
thus placed on an even footing with our 
sailors and airmen in the matter of pay, 
which is simple justice. And, while the cost 
of living has not advanced seriously in 
comparison with the former war schedule, 
it has gone up, affecting the soldicr’s fam- 
ily as any other. 

The cost to the country is placed at 
$35,000,000 per year. It will be money 
well spent. The sum will be more, neces- 
sarily, as the Army grows and as married 
men are called up. The taxpayers will not 
grudge the money. They are proud of our 
Army, rely upon it to meet any situation, 
and want it to be composed of men who 
have no financial worries and no cause to 
feel that they are unjustly treated. 
et / 


Tightening Up 

Wartime is a time for temperance— 
in the use of liquor as in other things. 
Over-indulgence weakens the war effort 
when men are kept away from work or 
slowed down, and over-spending for lux- 
uries of any kind diverts money from es- 
sential to non-essential use and manpower 
from essential to non-essential production. 

The figures quoted by Prime Minister 
King in his broadcast last evening fully 
justify the new restrictions he announced 
on the amount of liquor to be released for 
sale in Canada. Consumption of wine has 
gone up 20 per cent, spirits 37 per cent, 
beer 60 per cent, since the war began. 
These figures admit of only one interpreta- 
tion. Consumption has expanded abnorm- 
ally, to the detriment of war industry and 
the diversion of money from necessary 
purposes. 

The banning of liquor advertising is a 
logical part of the restrictive measures, 
Its continuance would be inconsistent to 
say the least when the national interest di- 
rectly demands a curtailment of consump- 
tion. 

Whatever their views on the various 
methods of ltquor control, reasonable- 
minded people will approve this policy of 
restriction as an important war measure. 
Its importance must of necessity increase 
with the intensity of the struggle and the 
urgency of having every man on the job all 
the time and at his ae 


Our Growing Army 

Universal conscription is the law in 
Canada. If anyone did not recognize the 
fact, it should be made plain by the an- 
nouncement that married men are to be 
called for training. 

Hitherto only men who were not mar- 
ried at the middle of July in 1940 have 
been eligible for the draft. That restric- 
tion has been removed, and married men 
between the ages of 19 and 25 are to be 
summoned, those of more, years to follow 
in age groups. 

Civilian single men of military age and 
fitness are becoming scarce. The call-up 
of these is to be made at once, and the 
first group of married men will go into 
training early in the new year, As from 
20,000 to 25,000 are required per month, 
the 19-25 year group may be quickly ex- 
hausted. 

Our Army is growing, and is to be kept 
growing. At what rate will no doubt de- 
pend on the course of events overseas— 
both seas. And to some extent also on 
how rapidly women are rectuited to re- 
place men in civilian jobs and in war 
work, 

A scarcity of manpower is already and 
growingly evident in business and industry 
of all kinds, from farm to factory, It will 
be more in evidence a year from now. 
That is inevitable. This is an all-out war. 
Production and trade and all‘the other 
functions of civilian life will have to get 
along somehow. Nothing matters but 
victory.

Moving In 

Edmonton's airport is threatening to 
move closer in, Mayor Fry says land has 
been reserved for extensions south of 
Kingsway, and a conference of representa- 
tives of the city, the chamber of commerce 
and the federal department of transport 
will thresh out the whole question of when 
and where to extend and how far. 


When the airfield was established—not 
so many years ago—it seemed to be 
“plenty” big, and far enough from the cen- 
tre of town that it would not interfere 


seriously with the city’s growth. Then 
came the war, and the big planes, and the 
demand for longer runways and more 
room. The question now is not when the 
residential area on the Hudson Bay re- 
Serve will spread out to the airport, but 
whether and how far the airport will 
spread down toward the present populated 
area. 


In whatever direction it is extended, | 


the development of the whole north-west- 
ern section of the city is bound to be af- 
fected by the presence and expansion of 
the airport. In a few years this flying 
terminal has become one of the big fac- 
tors in Edmonton's business life, a factor 
certain to be permanent, and urgently de- 
manding whatever adjustments of town 
plans and building zones may be neces- 
sary to accommodate it. 

The one thing certain is that the ex- 
pansion of the port will not tend to make 
Edmonton a more compact city. Rather it 
must tend to prdserve the far-flung char- 
acteristic that makes the city different 
from most others, and in some respects a 
costly city to operate. The airport isn’t a 
park, but it guarantees the existence of a 
large open space, and must have similar 
results in shaping the residential lay-out.

OTTAWA: Production plans for 
1943, the fourth farm season of the 
war in this country, were drafted at 
a three-day, nine-province confer- 
ence in Ottawa on Dec. 7 to 9. The

The complexities of agricultural 
planning are immense. The con- 
ference worked through an agenda

toes, through the grain crops, the | 
livestock products, dairy products, 
vegetables and poultry. One is 
struck by the volume of detailed 
information readily available on 
all phases of farming, which dif- 
fers so markedly in different parts 


|of Canada. But to chart the future, 


a year ahead for grains, two years 
ahead for dairy products and 
livestock, is only the start.

Pessimist 


Reports agree Yiat Petain, always 
merely a soldier, has usually been 
a pessimist in his military com- 
mand; and not only a pessimist 
that way, but possibly an admirer 
of the Germans as the most 
maniacal militarists of all. 

In a speech on June 26, 1936, 
Petatn declared 

“There are no known reasons 
why France and Germany—iwo 
peoples of great culture—should 
not find a road of mutual under- 
standing without altering in any 
way their national traditions, 
Could not hands be held out even 
under locked doors?” 

On the other hand, the old Mar- 
shal for some reason or other has 
certainly had no affection for the 
British. M. Poincare in his book 
says that Clemenceau, the Tiger, 
related that “Petain told me that 
if we're defeated we would owe it 
to the British.” 

Clemenceau 
occasion 

“Petain, owing to his pessimism, 
is irritating. Imagine, he told me 
something I would not trust to any- 
one but you; he stated, ‘the Ger- 
mans will defeat the British in the 
field, after which they will also de- 
feat us’. Should a general talk, or 
even think, in that manner?” 


Leader 


Apparently Petain was for a 
moment considered as the Allied 
leader in 1918, but when a decision 
came, as between Petain and Foch, 
| Clemenceau said (according to the 
biography of “The Tiger” by M. 
Martel) 

“IT found myself between two 
}men: one who said we were fin- 
ished (Petain) and the other who 
|} was coming and going like a mad- 
| cap, and wanted to fight. I thought, 
let us try Foch.” 

So Foch it was who came to 
supreme command of the Allied 
armies. 

When Petain in this war came 
to supreme command his patriot- 
ism misfired; he promptly knocked 
under to Germany 

Although Hitler had ascended to 
power through bestial murder, and 
in power had shown himself a 
treacherous liar as well as a brutal 
aggressor, Petain made _ his silly 
appeal “as one soldier to another” 
‘for honorable treatment.

Ponders Hours 
Liquor Sales 


No decision has yet been reach- 
ed on whether liquor sale hours 
in city vendor’s stores will be 
reduced from the existing 10 
hours to eight, as suggested by | 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
in his nation-wide broadcast, 
J. A. King, chairman of the Al- 
berta Liquor Control Board, de- 
clared Thursday. 


Mr. King explained that this 
question would be taken up with 
liquor control boards in other 
provinces before any decision was 
reached. 

Liquor vendor's stores in Al- 
berta cities now open at 10 am. 
and close at 10 p.m., instead. of 12 
midnight as formerly. The two-hour 
reduction in the sale period was 
brought into effect within the last 
month, along with the reduction in 
hours for beer parlors. 


Rural liquor stores open at 10 
a.m. and close at 6 p.m. 
It is not yet known when the 


reduction in the alcoholic content 
of liquor will come into effect, al- 
though it is believed it will be ef- 
fective when the existing liquor 
stocks are exhausted. 


PRESENT REGULATIONS 


Under fhe present liquor ration- 
ing regulations, only one bottle of 
“hard” liquor may be purchased 
each day by any one person. Not 
more than one gallon of wine a 
person may be purchased daily, 
while the individual purchase of 
bottled beer is restricted to not 
more than 24 pints daily. 

Beer parlors have been placed 
under a quota system, and the maj- 
ority of them are controlling the) 
consumption on an hourly basis so | 
will have a sufficient quantity on 
hand to carry them over until beer 
parlors close at 10 p.m.

A drink of clear 
water will rinse the throat and end 
the hiccups. If it doesn't, don't 
worry, babies hiccup without vis- 
ible distress of any kind, 


Not infrequentiy small babies 
sleep with their eyes partially 
open. Don’t ask me why. This is 
probably not a very sound sleep, 
but it seems indicative of nothing 
at all. Any illness, however slight, 
would be accompanied by fever, 
so when no fever is present, these 
partially-open eyes may be dis- 
regarded, 

And the tendency of baby’s 
eyes to wander in two different 
directions sends the young moth- 
er scurrying to the family records 
to see if by chance cross-eyes are 
represented there.
